i nvol ves inminent harm the Departnment nust start an on-site
investigation within 24 hours. |If an investigation indicates

possi bl e abuse or neglect, the resident nmay be renoved fromthe
facility. Reports are confidential, but information nay be

rel eased to certain persons. Wthin 5 working days, the person
nmaki ng the report nmust be notified of its progress. Harassnent
of reporters is prohibited. Any person who know ngly abuses or
neglects a resident of a facility is guilty of a Class D fel ony
and will be placed on the enpl oyee disqualification |ist.
(Section 187.024). Section 187.028 contains provisions simlar
to Section 187.024, but for eligible adults not residing in a
facility and in-hone services clients (Section 187.028).

The Departnent must investigate reports by using the
procedures established in Sections 660.250 to 660.295 and nust
refer all suspected cases to | aw enforcenent. The Departnment and
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| aw enforcenent nust require el der abuse training and must
devel op an investigation checklist (Section 187.030). |Inmmunity
fromliability is provided to reporters, unless they act in bad
faith (Section 187.034).

Section 187.050 contains provisions sinilar to 187.024, but
for the m sappropriation of property or falsification of
docunents of an in-honme services client. Any in-hone services
provi der or enployee who perforns such acts will be guilty of a
C ass A misdeneanor (Section 187.050).

Any person placed on the enployee disqualification |ist
(EDL) must be notified in witing with thirty days to respond or
appeal. Certain persons will be automatically listed on the EDL,
such as those who intentionally or negligently inflict serious
physical injury or death to another. No person on the EDL may be
enpl oyed by anyone receiving the list. Persons |isted on the EDL
may request renoval once every twelve nonths (Section 187.080).

Prior to hiring an enpl oyee, providers nust request a
crimnal background check and nust check the EDL. Failure to
disclose will result in a Cass A misdeneanor. Failure by a
provider to investigate will result in civil penalties (Section
187.084). Al reports of abuse or neglect will be kept
confidential, with specific exceptions (Section 187.087).

The Departnents of Health and Senior Services, Socia
Services, and Mental Health nust work cooperatively in the
i nvestigation of abuse and negl ect, when appropriate (Section
187.102).

The term"financial" is included in the definition of abuse
and redefines "nedical assistance" as any federal health care
program (Section 191.900).

The Attorney Ceneral, with approval of the court, is allowed
to investigate violations of Sections 191.900 - 191.910 or
Sections 187.020 - 187.028 (Section 191.910). The provisions of
Section 187.020 are included as non-applicable to certain
entities, such as hospitals (Section 198.012).

The Director of the Departnment can conpel evidence in

i nspections or investigations. Failure to conply will be grounds
for refusal, revocation, or suspension of a license (Section
198. 027).

Witten notice of facility nonconpliance nust be copied to
the Attorney Ceneral (Section 198.029). Every residential care
facility I or Il nust neet or exceed federal requirenments for
posting deficiencies (Section 198.030). Sections 187.020 -
187.050 are included in the requirenent for confidentiality of
resi dent records (Section 198.032).

One annual state licensure inspection is required of every
facility. One or nore additional inspections will be required if
a facility receives or fails to correct certain deficiencies. A
second i nspection nay be done if a facility changes ownership
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Thi s does not prohibit the Departnent from nmaking other
i nspections, as necessary (Section 198.033).

The Attorney Ceneral is included in provisions allow ng a
civil action against a nonconplying facility (Section 198.067).
It is the intention of the General Assenbly to inpose civi
penalties in cases of nore than one violation or a pattern of
vi ol ati ons (Section 198.068).

A requirenent is added that skilled or internediate care
nursing assistants nust conplete training within 120 days of
enpl oynment. The Departnment nust approve all training (Section
198. 082).

Currently, Section 198.526 deals with facility inspection
procedures. New | anguage provides for i mediate term nation and
a O ass A nisdeneanor for any Division enployee who di scl oses an
i nspection tine to a facility (Section 198.526).

Provi ders or enpl oyees of SNFs or Al zheinmer's units are
prohi bited from sexual contact with residents. Anyone having
sexual contact is guilty of a Cass B nisdeneanor, wth
subsequent violations being a dass A msdenmeanor. Anyone having
sexual intercourse is guilty of a Class D felony, with subsequent
violations being a ass C felony. This section does not apply
to persons narried to a resident (Section 565.200).

A new section provides that no legal privilege, with the
exception of attorney/client, will excuse a person's failure to
report or cooperate with the investigation of abuse or neglect.
Al'l Departnment personnel shall have access to victims records,
unl ess ot herwi se prohibited by federal |aw (Section 660.030).

The Departnent nust provide certain long termcare
information over its website, including facility survey results
(Section 660.051). The Departnment nust consider a facility's
conpliance history when issuing or renewing a |license (Section
660. 083) .

Al'l Medicaid participation agreenents nust include a
requi renent for abuse and negl ect training and access to |ong
termcare facilities by the state onbudsnan (Section 660.252).

The Departnent mnust restructure the adult day care program
to allow for a basic level of care without rehabilitative
services. The Departnent shoul d authorize additiona
rei nbursement for transportation, as well (Section 660.401).

Portions of this act are substantially simlar to HB 349

(4) Any legal conplaints issued by an enforcenment agency
for alleged violations of federal, state or local rules,
regul ations or | aws.

Conpensation for enpl oyees pursuant to a privatization
contract will be the greater of the wage rate paid at step one of
the grade or classification of a public enployee with simlar
duties, plus the cash value of health and other benefits or the
average private sector rate plus health and other benefits.

The public body that is considering entering into a
privatization contract will prepare an estimte of the costs for
public enpl oyees to provide the services. Before the due date to
recei ve seal ed bids, any public enployee organi zati on may propose
amendnents to any rel evant coll ective bargaining agreenent. |f
t he amendnents reduce costs bel ow the public body's conprehensive
witten estimate it will be the | owest and best bid. Such
anendnents will only becone effective if they reduce the cost
estimate below the contract cost. The estimate will be
confidential until after the due date for sealed bids and then
the estimate will becone a public record.

Upon naki ng a decision, the public body will publicly
desi gnate the bidder that won the contract. The public body mnust
certify conpliance with these sections and that the contract
costs will be ten percent |less than the estimated cost for the
services to be conpleted by public enployees. Any privatization
contract will be subject to Chapter 610, RSMb, which pertains to
M ssouri public records |aw

The contractor nmay not award a subcontract w thout approva
of the head of the public body. Each subcontractor contract wl|
be subject to Chapter 610, RSM.

Public body may seek contractual renedies for violation of
the privatization contract.

Various limtations exist on the contractor or subcontractor
regardi ng ownership rights. The public body and contractor or
subcontractor will be jointly and severally liable to conply with
Chapter 610, RSM.

In addition to the renedies provided in Chapter 610, RSM,
the following renmedi es are al so avail abl e, danages, restitution
civil penalty of not nore than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000).
Legal action that may be brought pertaining to public records
under this act nust be brought within three years after the
occurrence of such violation

This act prevents persons fromretaliating against any
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enpl oyee who di scl oses information in good faith about the
servi ces provided by the private contractor

Private contractors nust provide notice of the contract to
provide public services at the worksite.

This act will apply to all privatization contracts entered
into on or after July 1, 2003.

6. WIIful or negligent injury or destruction will entail
civil liability for value of animal and rel ated costs.

Any person nisrepresenting an aninmal as a service aninal is
guilty of a Cass B m sdeneanor (Section 209.214).

The owner of a service aninmal will be Iiable for any danmages
caused by the aninal. Owners nust keep service aninals
restrained while in use or be subject to civil liability for any

danmages. Service aninmals nmust be identifiable by their restraint
net hod or other identifier (Section 209.216).

Mot or vehicle drivers and persons using service ani mals mnust
both take necessary safety precautions. Any driver failing to do
so will be liable for actual damages. Any person who
intentionally causes an accident or injury to a person using a
service animal or animal itself will be guilty of a Class B
m sdenmeanor (Section 209.210).

Section 209.212 contains the foll owi ng provisions for
vi ol ati ons agai nst service aninals, but does not include |aw ul
acts of humane societies, animal control or shelters:

1. Intentional destruction or injury, unless for hunmane
purposes is a Uass C fel ony.
2. Intentional deprivation or frauds is a dass A
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m sdenmeanor or theft/possession of stolen property.

3. Negligent or nmalicious killing or injury will entai
civil liability to the user for $1000 + fees.

4. WIIful or malicious injury is a Cass C felony.

5. Sale or transfer of a stolen animal is a Oass C fel ony.

6. WIIful or negligent injury or destruction will entai
civil liability for value of animal and rel ated costs.

Any person m srepresenting an aninal as a service aninmal is
guilty of a Cass B nisdeneanor (Section 209.214).

The owner of a service animal will be liable for any danmages
caused by the animal. Omers nust keep service aninals
restrained while in use or be subject to civil liability for any

damages. Service aninmals nust be identifiable by their restraint
nmet hod or other identifier (Section 209.216).

The Human Ri ghts Conmi ssion does not have jurisdiction
regardi ng the violation of Sections 209.160 or 209.212, which
will be within the jurisdiction of the county prosecutor. The
Commission will have jurisdiction over the renmining sections.

The Governing Board will hire the executive
director for the Center.

The Breinyer Center for Sustainable Food and Farni ng Systens
Non-voting Advisory Council is also created. This council will
work with and provi de assistance to the Governing Board. The
Non-voting Advisory Council will consist of the Governor or his
or her designee and Directors or designees fromthe Departnent of
Conservation, Departnment of Econom c Devel opment, and Depart nment
of Natural Resources, as well as the Dean of the Coll ege of
Agriculture, Food and Natural Resources and the Departnment of
Rural Sociol ogy fromthe University of M ssouri-Colunbia and the
president of the governing board.
